Grants,  Scholarships  Open 
Post-Graduate  Areas 

Advanced  study  in  history,  biochemistry,  and  nurs- 
ing is  being  pursued  by  three  Avila  graduates.  The 
three  women  have  received  grants  or  scholarships  which 
enable  them  to  study  toward  a Master’s  degree  in  their 
major  field. 

At  Marquette  University,  Barbara  Rush  ’61  is  study- 
ing history  and  auditing  courses  in  theology.  Alyce 
Marie  Soptick  ’62  is  attending  Boston  University  on  a 
United  States  Public  Health  Service  traineeship  for  a 
Master’s  degree  in  Maternal  and  Child  Nursing. 

A Master  of  Science  degree  in  biochemistry  in  June, 
1965,  will  result  from  Kathleen  Frye  Gilliland’s  studies 
at  the  University  of  Texas  Southwestern  Medical  School. 
Mrs.  Gilliland  ’63  received  a grant  from  the  Robert 
A.  Welch  Foundation  for  research  in  cystic  fibrosis. 

These  young  women  join  increasing  numbers  of 
Avila  graduates  who  are  pursuing  advanced  study  to- 
ward master  or  doctorate  degrees.  During  the  past  five 
years,  ten  to  fifteen  percent  of  each  graduating  class 
begin  immediate  graduate  studies.  Others  return  to  study 
within  several  years  of  graduation.

From  the  University  ol  Texas  Southwestern  Medlcol  School, 
Kathleen  Frye  Gilliland  '63  writes:  "Our  reseorch  In  deter- 
mining the  cause  ol  cystic  fibrosis  Is  progressing  nicely,  al- 
though I hove  quite  a bit  to  do  before  I write  my  thesis.  I 
hove  enclosed  a picture  ol  Dr  Ezio  A Moscatelll,  my  reseorch 
director,  ond  me  running  one  ol  the  columns  we  use  lor  the 
research.  With  the  cooperation  ol  the  Cystic  Fibrosis  Clinic 
here  In  Dollas,  we  hove  oblolned  ten  children  under  the  oge 
ol  fourteen  who  ore  donors  lor  the  reseorch.  Since  lew  chil- 
dren afflicted  with  cystic  fibrosis  live  beyond  Ihelr  teenoge 
years,  we  believe  our  work  Is  most  Important." 


Challenges  Women  To  Examine 
Their  Commitment  to  Life 


Adopt  Departmental  System 
As  Academic  Structure 


Speaking  at  the  traditional  investiture 
ceremony  of  freshmen  in  the  academic 
garb.  Dr.  Blanche  H.  Dow,  college  presi- 
dent and  French  scholar,  spoke  words 
which  apply  to  women  in  all  phases  of 
mature  development. 

Quoting  from  Robert  Frost’s  poem 
"Stopping  by  Woods,’’  Dr.  Dow  talked 
of  women  who  look  at  their  present  re- 
sponsibilities and  see  a lovely  life.  "Many 
women,’’  she  said,  "stop  at  that  point. 
But  what  does  Frost  say?  The  woods  are 
lovely,  surely,  but  I must  go  on.  I have 
promises  that  I must  keep.  'And  I have 
miles  to  go  before  I sleep.”’ 

Frost’s  message  is  contained  in  these 
words,  Dr.  Dow  said.  "I  think  of  it  as  his 
message  to  me  and  his  message  to  all  of 
us.  He  asks  us  to  determine  one’s  own 
potential,  to  make  every  effort  to  reach 
that  potential,  and  then  to  commit  that 
trained  potential  to  a useful  life,  a life  of 
influence.” 

The  speaker  urged  all  women  to  make 
a commitment  to  a life  of  Christian  love. 
Her  address  was  given  at  the  Avila  Day 
activities  which  included  a brunch  for 
students  and  faculty,  and  the  class  presen- 
tations of  Avila  life  in  song. 

Dr.  Dow  was  given  the  Avila  Medal 
of  Honor  by  Sister  Olive  Louise  in  recog- 
nition of  her  achievements  in  the  area  of 
education  for  women.

This  structure  does  not 
change  the  majors  of  any  courses  offered 
by  the  college.  It  does,  however,  eliminate 
an  over-emphasis  on  individual  major 
fields  and  makes  each  subject  area  more 
aware  of  the  total  picture  of  the  college.
